A new  menace  appeared  added  to  the  Briiish- 
Greek  position  by  Italian  claims  that  Fascist  troops 
advancing  from  Albania  had  occupied  OhruL  Yugo- 
slavia. hardly  more  than  forty  miles  northwest  of 
Phlorma  itself,  and  had  formed  a junction  with  the 
Germans 

YUGOSLAVS  KIGHTING  BITTERLY 
The  V'ugoslavs  acknowledged  German  clean-up 
advances  in  the  country's  north  and  middle  sections, 
hut  scattered  forces  were  reported  still  fighting  bitter- 
ly m the  south  in  an  effort  to  impede  the  twin  Nazi 
thrusts  at  the  Grecian  line. 

This  dual,  wheeling  movement  southward  had 
begun  after  the  reported  comjilction  of  the  Gci  mans' 
drive  westward  to  the  Albanian  border  regions  which 
had  wholly  isolated  Yugoslavia. 

Their  plan,  it  appeared,  was  not  only  to  bieak 
through  down  the  classic  road  to  Grecian  conquest — 
down  along  the  shores  of  the  Aegean  toward  such 
homes  of  ancient  battle  legend  as  Thermopylae  and 
Marathon — but  to  breach  the  country  in  the  west  along 
the  Adriatic  and  Ionian  Seas. 

ACKNOWLEDGE  GERMAN  ADVANCE 
Communiques  of  the  British  Expeditionary  Force 
acknowledged  the  German  advance  liad  reached  a point 
within  forty-eight  miles  north  of  Olympus  on  tlie  east. 
The  invader  1 eached  and  passed  Gianiisa  fYanit/a)  m 
that  area. 

Thus,  in  the  phrase  of  the  British  Command,  was 
"contact"  made  on  a new  front  that  may  delciminc 
whether  Britain  is  to  preserve  a foothold  on  the  Con- 
tinent. 

The  Germans,  saying  the  South  Yugoslav  army 
had  been  for  practical  purposes  "desiroyed,"  claimed 
Yugoslav  prisoners  numbered  50.000.  aside  from  80,000 
more  Greeks  previously  claimed  to  have  been  captured. 
The  remaining  Southern  Yugoslav  forces,  the  Nazis 
asserted,  were  mainly  Croats,  and  these  were  urged 
to  surrender  at  once  in  view  of  the  fact  an  "inde- 
pendent" Croat  state  had  been  formed  m Yugoslavia.
